The prior art of record fail to fairly suggest a target selection/countermeasure 
system for a vehicle comprising, among other limitations, a feature target selection 
module selecting secondary targets from a plurality of objects and associating the 
targets with a plurality of respective features and a primary target selection module 
selecting primary targets from the secondary targets and associating each said primary 
targets with a single respective concentrated feature and a controller performing at least 
one countermeasure in response to the phmary targets; the controller further 
determining threat of each of the plurality of objects in response to an object detection 
signals and selecting at least one phmary target for a plurality of features in response to 
a resultant predicted future path, an associated confidence level, and a threat.
